FARM SALES 


The federal government is tending money 
for farm purchases to a few deserving ten- 
ants in scattered counties over the nation. 

But, in every county, there are from fifty 
to one hundred tenant families that are just 
as good prospects as those that have been 
picked. Why don’t private land-owners sell 
farms to these tenants? 


Such sales would have to be made by 
methods like those the government is using. 
The price must be reasonable; the farm 
must be equipped to produce to capacity; 
the interest rate must be low and payments 
on the principal must be spread over a long 
period. 


Land-owners who sell on these terms 
must take part of their pay in the satisfac- 
tion of doing something worth while for 
the land and the family on it. Yet they 
will also have the financial advantage of 
having their mortgages secured not only by 
the land but also by the character and the 
farming skill of the families on that land. 


Elderly farmers without heirs to take 
over actual farming, and professional and 
business men in towns who have inherited 
or bought farms they don’t quite know what 
to do with might profitably look into this. 


The government alone can’t get tenants 
started on farms of their own. But it is 
blazing a trail for private land-owners to 
follow.

Lee county settlers, 
who distrusted them, made no objec- 
tion to temporary camps on Lee coun- 
tv soil.

“We were glad to see them go, and 


weren't hindering them so long as 
they kept moving.’ This seems to 
have been the sentiment of many 


Mormon-haters of that day. 

The final rush of Mormons to 
Montrose came in September of 1846. 
An Iilinois posse or mob—the name 
depending on your point of view 
which was discontented with the 
slow movement of the Latter Day 
Saints from Nauvoo, advanced under 
arms to expel the remnant. Mormons 
and IHlinois people fought on the 
cutskirts of the town. Then a dele- 
gation from Quincy secured a truce;

Tenancy Committee 


To Report 


Full Committee Met This Week to Decide on 


Recommendations 


HE Iowa Committee on Tenancy 
met this week in Des Moines to 
consider its final report to Governor 
Kraschel and to the next Iowa as- 
sembly. Since the conclusions of 


the committee were reached after

Five Cents Per Bushel Extra Goes to Farme: 
Who Cooperate in 1938 and in 1939 


— congress made that $212,- 
000,000 appropriation for parity 


payments for crops produced in 1938, 


a good many farmers figured that 
the corn allowance of 5 cents per 
bushel would be paid this winter 
When the conservation payment is 
madd 

It won't come that quick. 

Chances are that parity pay- 
ment for the 1938 program will not 
be made until the fall of 1959, some 
months after the conservation pay- 





ment has been made, 


The reaso is that the law pro- 
vides that the period, October 1 to 
the following January 31, is to be 
used in determining whether parity 
payments are needed. If, in that 


period, the farm price of corn is 


less than 75 per cent of parity (or 
less than 60 cents a bushel), a parity 
payment can be made to bring the 


price to the cooperator nearer to 


this figure 
If Corn Is Cheap 


The appropriation, however, pro- 
vides for not more than 5 cents per 
bushel on corn. So the payment can’t 
be more than this, and might—if corn 
prices hit close to 60 cents—be con- 


siderably less. 
If corn prices range around 40 
cents next winter, as indicated by 


December futures at Chicago, co- 
operators will be eligible for the 5 
cents parity payment. 
But the law also says

Father and Son Farming 


(Continued from page 1) 


one of Pat’s triumphs in the part- 
nership. He also confesses that he 
pulled a few “boners” which have 
rather evened the score, For ex- 
ample there was the time he = an- 
nounced he was going to get a bumper 
red clover seed crop by clipping the 
growth early in June, then top-dress- 
ing with phosphate and bringing in 
some Caucasian bees to assure polli- 
nation. 

“Dad was skeptical about the en- 
tire deal, thinking it involved an 
awful waste of good hay,” related 
Pat when interviewed; “but he was 
willing to experiment. Well, right 
after the clipping, the weather 
turned off dry and killed the stub- 
ble, so that there wasn't any seed, 
hay or anything else.” 

This incident illustrates the point 
that any father-son set-up will in- 
volve a certain amount of give and 
tuke. Sometimes one or the other 
will need a well developed sense of 
humor to overlook mistakes, but see- 
ing the funny side is probably the 
best course. The elder Van Wert 
still gets a kick out of telling the 
red clover story on Pat. 

The parties who don’t quite agree 
on how to feed dairy cows (Case 
No. 2) happen to be J. L. Latham 
and his son, Willard, near Alexander. 
However, they are not letting this 
matter stand in the way of a good 
partnership beginning. This spring, 
Willard bought a half-interest in the 
working equipment, livestock and 
feed, and arranged with his father to 
share proceeds and expenses. 

The problem of one house for two 
families was found on the “Hez” 
Wagner farm, near Faulkner. It did 
not prevent the formation of a part- 





nership either. Myr. Wagner and his 
son, Russell, simply divided the 
rooms in the old family home, cre- 
taing two kitchens, ete. 

In the fourth Franklin county case, 
that of the father who had lost in- 
terest in farming, it was jointly 
agreed that a partnership might not 
work. Aside from the question of en- 
thusiasm and interest, the father 
didn’t “see” hybrid corn, the use of 
sweet clover as a green manure, or 
feeding grain to cows on pasture. 

After talking with both fathers and 
sons in a number of such’ partner- 
ships, one begins to perceive certain 
principles which apparently are nec- 
essary for success. 

First of all, there must be a com- 
mon understanding, tho not neces- 
sarily complete agreement in regard 
to the methods to be followed in 
livestock management and crop pro- 
duction. 


Attitude on New Ideas 


Often the son, as a result of club 
work or formal schooling, is likely to 
want to try out hybrid corn, purebred 
sires, commercial fertilizer, erosion 
control devices and so on, The part- 
nership will fail if the father un- 
alterably opposes such new ideas. 

On the other hand, the son will 
sometimes find himself tripped up 
by lack of experience, and will come 
to appreciate the sharp eye and the 
practical knowledge his father has 
acquired thru the years. One could 
not help noticing during visits on 
their farms how much quicker the 
fathers spot poor machinery  per- 
formance in the field and determine 
with an almost instinctive air wheth- 
er it was dry enough to plant or 
plow or mow. 

A principle related to. give-and- 
take is sharing of responsibility. It 
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milks his own cows, and there js 
agreement as to the feed consum,. 
In order that there will not }: 
fatal dispute over the division 
costs and proceeds, parties to 
partnership should keep) aceu 
farm accounts. It should be pos: 
to balance up at any time. A: 
time the partnership is formed, : 
also should be a detailed inven 
of all involved property. 
Perhaps more important than 
of the details of the agreeme) 
the atttitude of the parties to 
farming.
